on the IGth of July, 1780, the deceased and 
tour of his neighbors were engaged in reap- 
ing, when u company of Indians, about 30 in 
number, rushed upon them from the woods, 
shot the other four and took Mr. B. prisoner, 
tied his hands behind his back, and set off for 
the Ohio river, opposite where Beaver town 
now stands, where they had thirteen bark ca- 
noes bid in the woods, and where they arri- 
ved about \'2 o'clock the day after Mr. B. 
had been taken, having kept him near 24 


I hours without ibod. During the absence of 


ihe Indians, their canoes had been discover- 
ed by a scouting party of white men, about45 
in number, who lay in ambush on the oppo- 
site bank of the river. The Indians having 
placed Mr. B. in one ofthe canoes, tied him 
by the neck to a line of bark drawn across the 
mouth ofthe canoe, and scl out for the wil- 
derness. 
When about two-thirds across the 


river, one of the white men imprudently dis- 
covered himself to f he Indians, which caused 
them lo retreat. The white men seeing this 
commenced firing upon them, aad soon drove 
them from their canoes inio the river. 
The 


Indian who had the care of Mr. B. left him 
tied in the canoe exposed to the fire of the 
white men; he (the Indian) being, as Mr. B. 
supposed, wounded in the arm, as he used but 
one arm in swimming. Mr. B. by endeavor- 
ing lo disengage himself from the canoe caus- 
ed it to sink, and he being tied to it by the 
neck, was in the most imminent danger, not 
only from,the firing of the whites, but of bo- 
ing drowned. He, however, kept his head a- 
bove the water and called for assistance, 
which was soon obtained. One ofthe white 
men swam to him with a knife between his 
teeth, and disengaged him from the canoe, 
and Mr. B. being an excellentswimrnef. soon 
arrived safe on shore, where he was joy fully 
received by the \vhite men, who hocl so fortu- 
nately delivered him from the hands of the 
bloody savages. 
I laving taken sufficient rest 


and refreshment be scl out for his residence, 
where he arrived in safety, and where he has 
resided for upwards of 5'2 years, respected by 
all who knew him, as beinsra. faithful friend, 
a kind husband, an indulgent father, a good 
neighbor, and a peaceable citizen, a. consist- 
ent Christian, and an honest man.

The victory 


over the latter was a most decisive one: 
two h u n d r e d of them being killed, and 
forty taken prisoners. 
Only about 70 


warriors escaped. 
Among the prison- 


ers, is Na-o-pope, the second in com- 
mand in all ihe enterprises against the 
whiles, and the celebrated Prophet.— 
Black Hawk, it is said by the piison- 
ers, was wounded, by a shot from the 
steam boat Warrior, in the action at 
the ciossing of the Mississippi, 
and 


died three days afterwards. 


Many conflicting accounts are given 


of the engagement. 
Il appears that 


the Sioux were not alone concerned in 
the combat: but lhat they were assist- 
ed by parlies of Menominees and Win— 


:bagoes. 
The latter tribe, it is said 


counselled the hosiile Indians lo lv,' 
out ,lo ihe last; and then perfidiously 
turned against thenij and aided in the 
massacre 


Blood enough has been shed, on both 


sides, in ihis remorseless war; and il is 
hoped that ihe small remnant of these 
infatuated savages may be saved from 
their victorious enemies 
The clemen- 


cy of the Government, after this terri- 
ble chastisement, should be called into 
exercise. 
Much as we have suffered 


from their depredations, we should noi 
forget to temper justice with mercy.

lived, but brilliant and astonishing ca- 
reer of the family, will be viewed in the 
history of the times, as a splendid and 
dazzling meteor, which exrited the as- 
tonishment and the fears of the civili- 
zed world, during its momentary pas- 
sage, and then vanished inlo darkness. 
There is nothing in ihe character of the 
other branches of the family, which is 
calcul.itfd to excite the surprise or a- 
larm ihe fears of nations.

have passed their lives in obscurity at 
Corsica, pursuing the ordinal y occu- 
pations of peaceful life, and entirely un- 
disturbed by the dreams of power, ihe 
wealth of nations, or the splendours of 
royalty.
